Madison — (3'J — A labor disputes 


bill, sponsored by the Wisconsin 
State Federation of Labor and en- 
dorsed by 
Go'vernor LaFollette, 


reached both houses of the legisla- 
ture lor formal introduction today. 


The bill would empower the gov- 


errior to set up a three-member 
state labor relations board, guaran- 
tee employes the right to bargain 
collectively through majority-elect- 
ed representatives, and would leave 
final adjudication 
on 
appeal cf 


board decisions to the courts. 


David Sigman, Progressive, Two 


Rivers, said he would introduce the 
bill in the assembly this afternoon 
and that Herman J. Severson, Pro- 
gressive, Tola, would offer it in the 
senate tonight It will then go to 
committees. 


Sigman said the measure author- 


izes legal procedure which Gover- 
nor LaFollette found lacking when 
he received an appeal recently for 
state intervention in the J. I. Case 
company strike at Hacine. 


The two legislators sponsored a 


similar bill at the 1935 session but 
it was defeated. 


Like Wagner Act 


Officials of the federation of la- 


bor. with the assistance of Dean 
Lloyd K. Garrison of the Wisconsin 
Law school, lormer member of the 
federal labor relations board, pre- 
pared the new bill. It was pat- 
terned after the Wagner act which 
created the federal board, but does 
not contain all the provisions of the 
act.The bill 
allows 
employes full 


freedom of association, self-organi- 
zation and ^selection of representa- 
tives of their own choosing. It pro- 
vides an employer shall neither en- 
courage -nor discourage 
member- 


ship in a labor organization by dis- 
crimination in hiring employes, But 
does not preclude an agreement 
with a labor group making mem- 
bership a condition of employment 


Any employer refusing to nego- 


tiate with, an employe. bargaining 
representative would "be" subject to 
citation for unfair labor practices. 
Minority groups or individual em- 
ployes could present grievances and 
declare existence of a 'labor dis- 
pute" over representation 


When such a "labor dispute" dec- 


laration is made, the state board 
would determine the rightful bar- 
gaining representative. 


Inquiries Provided 


Charges of unfair practices on the 


part of an employer would be sub- 
ject to investigation by the board. 


The bill provides 
the 
board 


would appeal to the circuit court if 
an employer refused to comply with 
its orders. 
The 
employer 
also 


could appeal but the court's deci- 
sion would be final. 


District attorneys and the state 


attorney general would be obliged 
to act as counsel for the board when 
ever invited. The board, could act 
itself or appoint an agent when 
parties to a labor dispute agree to 
arbitrate. 
Awards made by the board in 


arbitration cases \\ould be filed 
with the Dane county circuit court 
and the court would enter judgment 
unless the award had been invali- 
dated through error or violation of 
the law during the proceedings. 


The board would be entitled to 


subpena witnesses, documents and 
correspon dence. 


Original members of the board 


would be chosen ior two. three and 
four year terms. 
Their successors 


would be named for four year terms 
at an annual salary of $5,000 and 
they would be forbidden to engage 
in any other occupation The gov- 
ernor's appointments would be sub- 
ject to confirmation by the senate. 


The bill carries an annual sdmin- 


appropriation of S50.000.

With the river above flood stage 


throughout its 980-mile length from 
Pittsburgh to Cairo, Meteorologist 
W. C. Devereaux expressed belief 
the inundation would be prolonged. 


"Indications are rains tonight and 


Wednesday will be light but if they 
should be severe, we may look for 
a crest at Cincinnati higher than 
the 60,6 foot stage to which it rose 
last March,".he said. "The immedi- 
ate outlook, however, is for a stage 
approximately duplicating that." 


The mighty Ohio river surged at 


flood stage along its entire 980 mile 
course today and other overbur- 
dened middle west streams threat- 
ened additional destruction of life 
and property in at least eight states. 


From Pennsylvania to Arkansas 


\vorkers battled flood waters creat- 
ed by heavy rams. Indiana, Ohio, 
Kentucky, West Virginia, Illinois 
and 
Missouri were other states 


menaced by swollen streams. 


Thousands of persons fled from 


their homes when turgid waters 
engulfed lowlands in the Ohio val- 
ley. Missouri, Illinois and Arkansas. 


Six deaths 
were attributed to 


floods, two each in Illinois and In- 
diana, one in Missouri and one m 
Kentucky. 


Federal officials said more than 


2.300 WPA workers were fighting 
flood waters. They aided in rescues 
and laid 
thousands of sandbags 


against weakened levees The Red 
Cross announced establishment of a 
central disaster relief headquarters 
at Evansville, Ind. 


The Ohio reached a 56 5 foot level 


at Cincinnati early today, 4 5 feet 
over flood stage. Its waters virtual- 
ly isolated Newport, Ky., where 
more than 800 families fled to high- 
er ground. At Parkersburg, W. Va., 
the Ohio forced 230 persons from 
their homes.

ment was tinder consideration, its 
opponents in congress called atten- 
tion to another possible complica- 
tion. Supposing, they said, that the 
presidential election is thrown in- 
to the house of representatives by 
reason of the fact that no candidate 
receives a majority of the elector)! 
votes. This might easily happen in 
a three-cornered race, la that event, 
congress would meet about Jan. 3 
or 4. and there would be only 17 or 
18 days before 
inauguration 
in 


which to pick a president. 


Delegations as Units 


Under the constitution, each state 


congressional delegation votes as a 
unit, that is the majority of the con- 
gressional representation 
of each 


state determines how the whole 
state's single electoral vote shall 
be cast. If there is an electoral con- 
test and some seats arc in dispute, 
it might hold up the election. But 
more important .is the contingency 
in which all the 
members have 


been duly elected and seated and 
the several delegations cannot agree 
upon any candidate so that he might 
have the necessary majority. Dead- 
lock is a possibility and it has hap- 
pened, in 1800 and in 1824, when the 
election was .decided .by the house 


of representatives. The election of 
1800 was not decided by the house 
till"Feb. 17, 1801—two weeks be- 
fore the inauguration; and the house 
decision settling the election of 
1824 was not reached till Feb. 9, 
1825. Also in 1876, in the Hayes- 
Tilden controversy, 
congress ap- 


pointed an 
electoral commission 


composed of live supreme court jus- 
tices, five .senators and five mem- 
bers of the house and the choice 
was not made finally till 4 a. m. 
on March 2. 


Something of the same sort might 


happen again, but, with a three- 
month' interval, as under the old 
system, there was much more pros- 
pect of an adjustment than would 
be feasible in 18 days, under the 
present plan.

Without Tax on Incomes

New York—This is the time of the year when people who pay income 


taxes will be impressed by a reminder that millions of men and women 
drawing good salaries from state, county and municipal offices and jobs 
throughout the country are not required to pay any federal tax on this 
money and that in states which have a state income tax many of them 
are exempt from that, too. 


It is also worth mentioning again just now at the 


approach-of the .annual ordeal of figures and sched- 
ules that federal officials and employes are exempt 
from state income taxes. 
, •• • 


There is a. touching exchange of courtesies between 


the two authorities. The federal "government, with a 
fastidious regard for the integrity of state and local 
government generously declines to exact either a tax 
or an accounting from officials and employes of the 
subdivisions. Those states which have their own in- 
come taxes on producers and earners as well as on 
the ;idle rich, extend a similar courtesy to federal 


" officers and employes. And, if the individual happens 


to hold one of those1 state offices which are defined as 
constitutional he is exempt from both. 
• These constitutional offices include that of mayor and governor and 
many positions on the bench and there are among the totally exempt sal- 
aries some of the most luscious public rewards in the United States. 


In addition to the tax exemptions many patriots 'in these brackets re- 
ceive free 'automobile service at the 
expense of those who do pay taxes 
and the governor of New York has 
the use of the executive mansion 
through the abundant generosity of 
the same good providers. 


There is a vague and unconvincing 


legal excuse for this discrimination 
in favor of a public servant receiv- 
ing from 512,000 to 325,000 a year 
and against the man with a $3,000 
income but it is hardly worth re- 
porting. 


The fact remains that literally 


millions of men and women be- 
longing to a class that is largely 
parasitic are not required to meet 
the same obligations that fall on 
persons who have to make their 
living in competitive conditions 
and who receive much less pay. 


Then, too, most of the great class 


of exempt .Americans may look for- 
ward to retirement at a compara- 
tively early age on pensions which 
are at least sufficient and many 'of 
them, retiring in the prime of life, 
go into the crowded work-market 
and take full-time jobs which other- 
wise might be given to people in 
actual 'need.

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THE ABANDONED TRUCE 


That General Motors strike has some 


curious aspects. 


On Friday last a truce was agreed 


upon. The agreement was put in writing. 
Both sides were represented by capable 
and highly trained men. In addition they 
had government conciliators and the gov- 
ernor of Llichigan, all of whom, too, are 
versatile, competent and careful. 


Then on Sunday the truce was brought 


to an end by the United Automobile 
Workers or CIO union. In justification 
for this about-face the union specified 
three reasons. These reasons, if true, 
would involve a violation of good faith by 
General Motors. Two of the reasons are 
based on claimed facts that General Mo- 
tors disputes, one concerning the open- 
ing of 'the Cadillac plant in Detroit and 
ihe other, interference with a lamp plant 
in Indiana. The facts seem to bear out 
General Motors. It did not open its Cad- 
illac plant but brought in some office 
workers to get things prepared for even- 
tual operation. That was not in violation 
of the truce. Neither at the lamp plant 
can General Motors be blamed if the po- 
lice have acted in a repressive manner. 
No one claims General Motors has con- 
trol over the police. 


But probably the principal cause of 


dissatisfaction with CIO is that General 
Motors had also informed another union, 
recently formed and called the Flint Alli- 
ance, that it would also treat and confer 
with it <;at a time and place to be ar- 
ranged as soon as possible." 


This was not in violation of the written 


truce nor was there a sentence in that 
truce that could.reasonably be construed 
as denying General Motors the right to 
confer with other unions. . 


It is neither fair nor safe to jump to 


conclusions hastily when the rights and 
conflicting "interests of thousands of men 
and women are involved but the first re- 
action is certainly not very favorable to 
Mr. Lewis' union. It acts as though it 
were avoiding the issue. And it knows 
that that' issue must ultimately result in 
a vote and therefore an accurate state- 
ment of its strength to the public. 


General Motors has charged consist- 


ently that this union represents a very 
small percentage of its employes. It has 
likewise charged that some of its plants 
have actully been closed down in violation 
of the wishes of 80 to 95 per cent of its 
employes. It probably does not know the 
exact facts in this connection as accurately 
as CIO because the union knows how 
many members have really joined up; but 
the country should remember that in 
1934 a vote was taken of the employes 
in the automotive industries and that ap- 
proximately 13 per cent voted for the 
American Federation of Labor, 14 per 
cent 
for 
the employe-representation 


plans, which are charged by CIO to be 
merely company unions, and 60 per cent 
voted against any union at all, the other 
ballots being spoiled or supporting mi- 
nority ideas of split representation. 


The 200,000 employes involved in this 


strike are unfortunate because if Mr. Lew- 
is selected General Motors for an experi- 
ment the rights of the employes are likely 
to suffer in favor of the broader aspects 
of s. continuous campaign. 


But if the General Motors strike does 


not determine anything else it should sat- 
isfy the country upon this proposition" 
That employer-employe relations will be 
much better handled if methods are de- 
vised by leaders of industry and labor 
than if the problem is thrown into the 
lap of politics and there subjected to the 
twisting and warping unavoidable when 
laws are written or positions taken, not 
for the benefit of either capital or labor, 
but for the next campaign.

THE SHARE-CROPPER 


The tenant farmer is having a diffi- 


cult time of it, particularly in the South. 


And the country is going to have a 


difficult time of it if it continues to in- 
crease its list of tenants and decrease its 
list of owners. 


Fifty years ago, according to the Texas 


Weekly, 70 farmers out of every 100, 
black and white, in the cotton states, cul- 
tivated their own land, but today only 39 
out of every 100 cultivate their own land. 


Yet this is not accompanied by any 


enrichment of the owning class. It is ac- 
companied by distress and impoverish- 
ment both of land owners and of tenants. 


Secretary Wallace summed the situa- 


tion this way: 


"The condition of squthern tenants 


and croppers is not their fault nor is - 
it the fault of the landlords. The en- 
tire United States is to blame." 
Mr. Wallace meant to 
convey the 


thought that the tenant farmer was caused 


\ by a condition that would sink anyone in 


agriculture, and that condition is the in- 
sufficiency of income for the farmer, an 
insufficiency much more manifest during 
all the last 15 years in the cotton states 
than elsewhere. 


Gradually farm owners let go owner- 


ship because they could not pay taxes and 
interest on their 
debts. Thus owners 


turned into tenants. But the new land- 
lords, those who bought their farms at 
forced sale or otherwise, found no honey 
in the deal. 


Political Washington is saying that the 


tenant farmer of the south needs credit. 
He had credit once and he lost his farm. 
What good is it to extend credit to a 
man whose income is so insufficient that 
he cannot pay the interest on the credit? 


America does not want a big tenant 


list either on farms or in cities. It wants 
the independence, the stability, and the 
manhood that are developed by individual 
ownership, men with both feet on the 
ground and an understanding of the de- 
mands of life upon them by way of build- 
ing their civilization and paying their way. 


The South presents-a problem but it 


does not seem half as difficult as many 
problems America has faced and solved. 
There is one primary thing to remember 
about solving it. Any solution that entafls 
bringing the rest of the country down to 
the same level is -worse than no solution 
at all. 


NO EASY TASK 


The State Department faces a difficult 


task. It enlists the G-men to press its 
investigation into the recruiting of Amer- 
icans for military service in Spain. It 
instructs members of the consular service 
in Barcelona to dissuade Americans from 
enlisting in the Spanish civil war. 
It 


threatens to invoke old statutes in the 
prosecuting of American citizens who itch 
to have a part in the conflict. 


Americans have been and are fighting 


in Spain. Washington has, information 
that more than seven hundred men are 
scheduled to sail from New York January 
23 for service with the Spanish loyalists. 


An act of 1907 cancels the citizenship 


of any" American who swears an oath of 
allegiance to a foreign state. A 1909 law 
imposes fines of $1,000 and three-year 
prison sentences upon persons enlisting in 
the United States for a foreign war. 


Laws may be invoked, prosecutions 


may be brought, sentences may be handed 
down. But one doubts whether the ef- 
forts of the State Department will meet 
with unqualified success. Granted that 
the Department has the support of all lev- 
el-thinking Americans who in principle 
oppose foolhardy acts of other citizens 
which conceivably may involve us in trou- 
bles which are not our concern, the of- 
ficials are up against a manifestation of 
a certain spirit that is found in many men. 


There are men who are drawn irresis- 


tably to the scene of battle. An American" 
tradition is that it was the unusual quali- 
ties of bravery, even foolhardiness, inher- 
ent in a pioneering strain, that established 
our nation's greatness. Those qualities 
have not been bred out of Americans. 
Thousands of them were fighting with the 
British and French long before the Unit- 
ed States entered the World war. Those 
thousands were spurred by a crusading 
spirit that presumably is lacking, as an 
important incentive in the present in- 
stance. The real incentive is a call to 
adventure. And many Americans can be 
expected to answer that call. 


It is the State Dcpartment'sv task to 


discourage recruiting. It is a task which 
should and must be done. But the task 
v, ill not be an easy one.

BEER AND FAT 


Half a pint, a large glassful of 


beer theoretically jields 135 calo- 
ries Half a pint of milk yields 160 
calories Approximately two-fifths 
of the calories from beer come from 
the oxidation of the alcohol in it, 
provided all of the alcohol is or can 
be oxidized or burned in the body 
It stands to feason that if there is 
a perceptible odor of alcohol or al- 
dehyde on the breath of an individ- 
ual who has taken any alcoholic 
beverage he has taken more alco- 
hol than he can oxidize or burn 


Physical exercise was obviously 


intended by nature to be the chief 
means of countering a surplus fuel 
or food intake, says Dr. W. F. Chris- 
tie m an article on British beer in 
the London Practitioner, November, 
1936. This author estimates that an 
adult consumes 57 calories walking 
a mile. If the surplus fuel is beer, 
that would mean over two miles for 
every glas§ of beer. That would be 
just terrible, eh, fatty? 


One who is fond of beet or other 


alcoholic beverage and predisposed 
to obesity must reduce his con- 
sumption 
of carbohydrate 
food, 


such as bread, the English author 
avers, if he wishes to keept his fig- 
ure normal, or else take exercise 
in pro_poition to the total calory 
value of his day's intake. Tihen Dr. 
Christie falls into a characteristic 
error, characteristic of the medical 
writer or "authority," 
when 
he 


makes the remarkable remark .that 
if the beer drinker does not use 
the 135 calories in the half pint of 
beer by walking 2J- miles or equiv- 
alent exercise "if will be trans- 
formed into fat" 
This is physiologically unproved 


The carbohydrate and protein 
in 


the beer (three-fifths of the calo- 
ries) might be transformed into fat 
but nobody has shown that alcohol 
In any quantity can be transform- 
ed into fat. 
The English medical 


writer characteristically then adds 
some weasel words which may save 
his face but are likely to be omit- 
ted by others- who may quote the 
"eminent British authority." 
He 


sidles off to this effect: "Theoreti- 
cally, one ounce of human fat can 
be formed in the body (where else 
would any one imagine?) from an 
average pint of beer, probably not 
directly but by "sparing"' other fuel 
food stuffs " 
' According to the latest and most 
competent 
scientific 
Investiga- 


tions it is very doubtful whether al- 
cohol can be used at all for the per- 
formance of -work. 
The limited 


amount of. alcohol the body can 
burn" under' any 
circumstances 


serves only to produce heat. Name 
any medical author or 
authority 


who assumes altonoi can be used 
to help the functions of the body 
or to give the energy for muscular 
work and I'll name a* better one 
who will assure you nothing of the 
sort ihas been proved. 


In spite of all the loose reasoning 


in Dr. Christie's article, he arrives 
finally at a sensible conclusion, to 
•\vit: "The obese patient living on a 
reducing diet need not give up his 
glass of beer, provided that its cal- j 
ory value, is calculated Into 
his' 


dietarv scheme."

posulphite) twice a day after meals 
for1 a week or ten days. Best taken 
dissolved in water, sweetened with 
sugar or syrup, flavored with any 
fruit juice or flavoi.

Many observ- 
ers question whether the near fu- 
ture will see such an out and out 
labor factionalist become chief ex- 
ecutive.

my correspondent raved about was

Felliny a Tree 


When they go forth to fell the 


trees, lumberjacks take with them 
axes and saws. These tools have 
been in use for thousands of years. 
Men of the Stone Age had stone 
hand-axes with which they could 
cut down young trees, and before 
the Stone Age was over the ax- 
head with a handle was invented. 
Stone Age men also used a crude 
kind of saw, made from flint. Per- 
haps the bill of a dead sawfish, 
•nashed ashore with the tide, gave 
people the idea of making such a 
tool. 


The lumberjack's ax is sharp- 


bladed and well-balanced. Some- 
times it is double-edged. 


When a tree is to be felled, the 


usual thing is to start with blows' 


of the ax. A 'notch" or very deep 
cut may be made with the ax, but 
then the saw is employed. Often the 
saw is a cross-cut blade six or 
eight feet long, with a handle at 
each end, pulled back and forth by 
two men. 


That is the most __common -w. ay 


of cutting a tree, but it is not the 
only one. In some places, as in east- 
ern Canada, the one-man saw is 
widely used for felling pulpwood 
trees. In some spruce forests, where 
the trees are not of great size, the 
ax is the only tool employed for 
cutting down the trees. 


Saws driven by power machines 


ha\e been used with success in 
certain forests. The machines can 
cut with great speed, and are help- 
ful in felling redwood, yellow pine, 
ponderosa pine and other kinds of 
trees. Sawing by power machine is 
not nearly so common, however, as 
the use of the hand-worked saw. 


Lumberjacks know very closely 


the direction in which the tree ^ 
fall. They may know so certainly 
that a stake can be placed in the 
ground at a spot they point out, and 
when the tree falls it will drive the 
stake clear down into the ground 
The secret is knowledge of how the 
position of the notch and the direc- 
tion ol the sawing will work to 
make the tree fall in a certain di- 
rection 


It is-Jmportant to know 
just 


where the *tree will fall. Otherwise 
one or more of the workers might 
suffer death or injury.
